Bomb squad called as 
teens find explosives

BULLETS, grenade parts, shell 
casings and a live mortar have been 
found at an apparent unknown and 
potentially hazardous Second World 
War weapons testing area. 

Bomb disposal experts carried out a 
controlled explosion last Saturday 
after three teenagers stumbled across 
what appeared to be a live device at 
farmland in Sundon Hills, Luton. 

Police closed a nearby road, 
cordoned off the area and set up an 
exclusion zone while the Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal (EOD) unit 
destroyed the bomb. 

While the mortar was being 
disposed of, an EOD technician told 
one of the boys’ parents the area was 
used for Army training during the 
Second World War. 

This newspaper understands from a 
reliable source that ‘sweeps’ of the site 
to search for objects remaining from 
the Second World War were made by 
the Ministry of Defence (MoD) during 
two visits in 1990 and 1998. 

So Luton on Sunday visited the 
public footpath close to the field, 
located west of Sundon Road between 
Sundon and Harlington, on Thursday 
and found a bullet and grenade and 
mortar fragments lying on the 
surface. 

Before discovering the live mortar, 
the boys had also found bullets, used 
casings and mortar parts. 

The device they found was sitting 
half embedded in the mud on the 


edge of a recently ploughed private 
field. 

Bedfordshire Police officers looked 
at the bullet part and objects found by 
LoS and took them away to be 
destroyed, saying they were probably 
some sort of explosive device 
fragments. 

The field is private land but LoS has 
been unable to establish the 
landowner’s identity. 

So we reported our findings to the 
MoD, which said it is looking into our 
inquiry concerning our findings at 
the site and its history. 

The MoD could confirm neither that 
it had visited the site twice in the 
1990s, nor that it was previously used 
for weapons testing during the war. 

John Seaton, of Sundon, is father of 
15-year-old Ben who found the 
ammunition and weapons with his 
friends. 

He said: “The Army bomb disposal 
man said they used to use Sundon 
Hills as a training ground during the 
war. The bullet shells had the years 
1939 and 1943 marked on them. 

“I’d imagine there are more there if it 
was used as a training ground. 

“It could be the plough is digging, 
turning the field over and there may 
well be more but the chances of them 
being live are remote.” 

Young Ben said: “We knew things 
were there. We found bullets, empty 
casings - but we didn’t think we’d find 
an unexploded bomb. We didn’t have 
to dig or anything. It was just there.” 

Anyone who sees something that 
they believe is an explosive should 
move away from it and contact the 
Police immediately by dialling 999. 



Cat’s feline fine

PARAMEDICS got a surprise when they 
opened up their ambulance doors and 
a cat jumped out. 

The crew discovered the unexpected 
visitor after being called back to Luton 
on a 999 call on Sunday. 

It turns out the feline stowed away from 
their previous job in Barton-le-Clay, where 
the ambulance team treated a woman 
who fell at her home. 

She did not need to go to hospital so 
they returned to Luton for another 
emergency and, on arrival, opened up the 
rear doors - and a cat leapt out of the back 
of the ambulance. 

Ambulance service spokesman Gary 
Sanderson said: “Initially the crew thought 
the cat belonged to the patient back in 
Barton-le-Clay and had jumped on board 
before they left the scene. 

“After a few phone calls from the Bedford 
health and emergency operations centre 
staff, they found out the cat belonged to 
the lady’s next door neighbour. 

“The cat’s owners made their way to 
Luton to see the crew and were reunited 
with their inquisitive cat. 

“It must have jumped into the ambulance 
when the crew were getting their 
equipment from the vehicle. It definitely 
has nine lives.”

Young jobless 
figure deemed 
a total ‘scandal’ 

MORE than 2,800 young people are out 
of work in Luton, according to statistics 
released this week. 

In Luton, 17.9 per cent of 16 to 24-year- 
olds are unemployed, while in 16.4 per 
cent of the same age group in Central 
Bedfordshire are in the same situation. 

There are 9,000 jobless between the 
ages of 16 and 64 in Luton, with the 
corresponding figure for Central 
Bedfordshire being 7,700. 

Paul Hayes, GMB Eastern Regional 
Secretary, said: “Sky-high levels of youth 
unemployment are an absolute scandal 
and a waste of the nation’s youth. 

“This is particularly so as the 
government itself is cutting 11,505 local 
authority jobs and another 5,308 NHS 
jobs in Eastern England. 

“These are jobs that are not available 
to the 71,100 young workers out of work 
in the region. 

“The next step following the march is 
for the alternative voice to be counted in 
the ballot box in the elections in May.” 


Town’s fourth supermarket gets the green 
light for its £12m development scheme 



PLANS for a £12 million superstore 
have been given the go-ahead - 
meaning there could be four big 
brand supermarkets within 200 
metres of each other. 

Supermarket giant Morrisons has 
proposed building the outlet 
between High Street and Queen 
Street in Houghton Regis. 

The branch - which would be just 
under half the size of a football 
pitch - will create 290 new jobs 
along with 278 car parking spaces. 

Asda is also looking to snap up 
the nearby Netto store and the 
area is already crowded with food 
retail stores, with Tesco Express 
and Co-op shops further down the 
High Street. 

In September we revealed how 
businesses in the area had been 
told they will have to move when 
construction begins. 

The plans for the new Morrisons 
store were first unveiled last year 
at a public consultation session 
held at Houghton Regis Town 


Council’s offices. Since then a 
number of changes to the original 
scheme have now been 
introduced. 

The location of the store has now 
been moved so the car park is 
closer to the town centre as a key 
part of the High Street 


development. There will be a 
reduction in the speed limit to 
20 mph, improved pedestrian links 
with Bedford Square and wider 
footways on the north side of 
High Street. 

Morrisons declined to 
comment.

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Disabled not able to use 
bays after near misses

A COUPLE of ‘near misses by drivers 
who had limited mobility when small 
children were passing’ means Blue 
Badge bays at a tourist and heritage 
centre cannot be used. 

When a disabled visitor pulled into the 
Priory House car park in High Street 
South, Dunstable, she was told by a 
member of staff there is ‘no disabled 
parking’, even though there are two 
clearly marked spaces (right). 

Last month when she complained to 
Dunstable Town Council, which runs the 
centre, manager Helen Walker-Sygrove 
wrote: ‘Originally two Blue Badge spaces 
were allowed for visitors to Priory House 
within what is a private, employee only 
car park. 

‘Sadly these spaces were frequently 
abused by disabled drivers who were not 
visiting the Heritage Centre which 
meant that genuine Blue Badge visitors 
to Priory House were unable to park. 

‘For this reason, and the fact there had 
been a couple of near misses by drivers 
who had limited mobility using the 



spaces when small children were pass¬ 
ing, they were removed when the permit 
system was introduced from April 2008.’ 

Luton on Sunday asked the council if it 
investigated the ‘near misses’ to estab¬ 
lish whether disabled drivers were to 
blame. The council refused to comment. 

On reading the response from the cen¬ 
tre manager, the complainant, who we 
agreed not to name, told LoS: “The letter 
left me ‘speechless’. Is she saying that 
disabled drivers are ‘dangerous when 
parking’, or is she saying that small chil¬ 
dren are allowed to run around unsuper¬ 


vised by a parent and so are liable to get 
knocked down by a disabled driver? Or 
could they be knocked down by a mem¬ 
ber of staff who is bad at parking their 
vehicle?” 

The Grade II listed Priory House con¬ 
tains the thirteenth century groyne 
vaulted stone ceiling of the original 
building, where hundreds of years ago 
pilgrims travelling along Watling Street 
and Icknield Way would have stayed 
during their visits. It is also home to Rose 
Garden Tea Rooms and a gift shop. 

A town council spokesman said: “I 
have tried calling the complainant a 
number of times to address her feelings. 

“I am sure you will find that the letter 
from our officer was trying to address 
the matter as best as possible and assist 
with their needs. 

“I can confirm that as the car park at 
Priory House is not a public car park, the 
Town Council is not obliged to provide 
disabled parking. 

“However, as stated by the officer once 
we have completed the current renova¬ 
tions, and spaces permitting, town 
council staff will happily assist any dis¬ 
abled blue badge holder wishing to visit 
the centre by issuing a temporary park¬ 
ing permit.”

A PENSIONER has had two pins insert¬ 
ed into her broken leg after it was 
alleged the cab she was getting into 
drove off and then reversed over her.

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Dispute over the 
future of LuDun

A SENIOR councillor is at the 
centre of a row in which it is 
claimed he offered a ray of hope 
for disabled workers at a soon- 
to-be-closed workshop. 

The GMB union says Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s deputy 
leader, Cllr Richard Stay, told one 
of its members it was looking for 
a new site for LuDun, currently in 
Liscombe Road, Dunstable. 

Cllr Stay has denied he ever 
made such a statement, and 
when we informed GMB 
spokesman Warren Kenny 
(pictured) of this he said he was 
‘shocked’ by the denial. 

It is understood Cllr Stay spoke 
with Martin Foster, a Central Beds 
employee and branch secretary 
of the GMB, in the council office 
car park on March 25. 

Mr Foster claims Cllr Stay said: 
“We are doing everything to try to 
help the LuDun workforce up to 
and including getting new prem¬ 
ises.” 

But when we put this to Cllr Stay 
he said: “I did not say anything 
like that at all. I said we are doing 
everything we can to help find 
alternative employment opportu¬ 
nities for the workforce. I flatly 
deny saying what he said.” 

It was only in February that 
Central Beds confirmed its inten¬ 


tion to shut down the workshop 
next month. The first of the 24 
disabled workers are due to be 
made redundant as of Tuesday, 
with the rest leaving by May 25. 

Mr Kenny said: “I am shocked 
that Richard Stay has said that. I 
trust what my colleague told me 
and we thought we had a glim¬ 
mer of hope. 

“Many GMB officers and the 
members at the LuDun factory 
which is to be closed are suspi¬ 
cious that the private statement 
that the council is looking at new 
premises for a sheltered work¬ 
shop is a ruse to fool the elec¬ 


torate at the forthcoming May 5 
election that the council is doing 
something to mitigate its unpop¬ 
ular closure. 

“If the statement is true, GMB 
welcome it, but we do not want to 
see councillors playing politics 
with the jobs of disabled workers 
who are due to be sacked next 
week.” 

Cllr Stay said: “Of course we will 
do everything in our power to 
find alternative employment 
arrangements for LuDun work¬ 
ers. It might have been a ruse had 
I said it but I didn’t so it would 
have been a pretty pointless one.” 


Man lied to claim £2,677 in housing benefit 


A FORMER Luton resident has been convicted of 
benefit fraud after lying about his brother being 
his landlord. 

Umar Waqas, 25, of Ilford, Essex, appeared before 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on Monday, facing a 
charge that he had deliberately falsified a docu¬ 
ment in order to obtain housing benefit from 
Luton Borough Council. 

The court heard how, while living in a property in 
Conway Road, Luton, Waqas had declared that he 
was not related to his resident landlord. 

It was then found that his landlord at the time 
was in fact his brother. 

Under current benefit regulations, tenants must 
declare to the council if they are related to their 
landlord. 


By not doing so, Waqas dishonestly obtained 
£2,677 in housing benefit. 

After pleading guilty, he was sentenced to a 
12 month community order with 80 hours unpaid 
work. 

He is also required to fully repay the overpay¬ 
ment to the council and was further ordered to pay 
£120 towards the council’s costs. 

A council spokesman said: “Lying on a benefit 
application form is a crime which is essentially 
draining other taxpayers’ money. 

“If you are fraudulently obtaining money from 
the Council, you will be caught and prosecuted.”

THIS is the Polish woman who had a 
bogus relationship with a Pakistani 
national to try to illegally win him long¬ 
term residency in the UK. 

Izabela Glazowska, 43, of Green Court, 
Luton, pleaded guilty at Luton Crown 
Court on Monday to charges of conspir¬ 
ing to facilitate a breach of immigration 
law. She will be sentenced tomorrow. 

Pakistani nationals Ashar Ali Rathore, 
32, and Nadia Qadri, 33, also pleaded 
guilty to the same charges at an earlier 
hearing. 

Rathore was jailed for two years and 
Qadri had already been sentenced to 
eight months. 

Rathore and Qadri, who had married 
one another in Pakistan before coming to 
England, had faked relationships with 
two Polish people hoping that these 
setups would help their bids to gain long¬ 
term residency in the UK. 

Glazowska had entered into an equally 
bogus relationship with a third Pakistani 
national who left the UK in November 
last year before the investigation started. 

Both Rathore and Qadri - who were in 
the UK on student visas - had applied to 
the Agency for EEA residency cards on the 
basis of their fraudulent relationships. 

The card grants non-EU nationals per¬ 
mission to stay in the UK for an initial 
period of five years and allows them to 
work and claim benefits. 

To support their applications they had 
both submitted fake lease agreements 
and council tax and utility bills. These 
fraudulent documents were identified by 
an Agency caseworker, prompting the 
criminal investigation that has resulted 
in these convictions. 

They were arrested at their home 
address in Cornell Close, Luton, by offi¬ 
cers on December 9 last year. 

Around £16,300 in cash was recovered 
from the property and officers also found 
bank receipts showing that a consider¬ 
able amount of money had been paid 
into the accounts of not only their fake 
partners, but also Glazowska. 

Glazowska was subsequently arrested 
on December 16 last year. 

Sam Bullimore, the UK Border Agency’s 
assistant director, said: “Rathore and Qadri 
submitted numerous fraudulent docu¬ 
ments to the Agency in an attempt to 
demonstrate that they were in long term 
co-habiting relationships with EU citizens. 

“Yet, all along, Rathore and Qadri were 
living together in Luton as a married cou¬ 
ple.” 

■ Agata Szubiak, 32, and Tomasz 
Sopniewski, 28, also appeared at Luton 
Crown Court on Monday and pleaded 
not guilty to charges of conspiring to 
facilitate a breach of immigration law. 

Their trial has been set for fune 6.

I’ll support a voting system 
change... but not this one 


W E are fast approaching 
local elections. This time 
we will also be asked to 
vote for a directly elected mayor, 
where such a post exists, and on a 
referendum to see if we want to 
change the voting system. 

Do we want Alternative Voting 
[AV] for future General Elections? 
First we need to be clear what it is 
and what it isn’t. 

The leader of the Conservatives in 
neighbouring Milton Keynes, Cllr 
Andrew Geary, said he was opposed 
to AV because: “With a proportional 
representation system you need to 
vote for a party and that means 
losing the constituency link, which 
to me would be fundamentally 
wrong.” 

That may be so with PR but 
Alternative Voting is not PR. It is still 
first past the post but where you 
need to get a majority of all votes 
cast, not a simple majority. 

So, if a prospective MP gets more 
than 50 per cent of first choice 
votes, he or she will be elected. 

If no-one achieves that, then the 
second choices from the candidate 
who received least votes are 
redistributed, and so on until a 
person gets more than 50 per cent. 

The constituency link will not be 
broken. So what is wrong with it? 

First, this is the system used in 
France, except it is done slightly 
differently If no-one gets more than 
50 per cent, all but the top two drop 
out and there is a re-run of the 
election the following week. 

This is much fairer as people can 
make their choices knowing who 
are the front runners, and the front 
runners remain just that. Who my 
second choice is will depend on 


where the votes have fallen and I 
cannot know that with the proposed 
system. 

The other argument about this is 
that it is likely to disproportionately 
help the Lib Dems, which may 
explain why they are so in favour of 
it. It may also help Labour but is least 
likely to help the Conservatives. This 
is because Labour and Lib Dems are 
much more likely to put each other 
as second choice, rather than 
Conservative. But voters are doing it 
blind, which is why the French 
system works better. 

Looking at last year’s election 
results in Bedfordshire will show 
that not much in practice will 
change. 

In the Bedford election, 
Conservative Richard Fuller won 
17,546 votes, Labour’s Patrick Hall, 
16,193 and Lib Dem Henry Vann was 
third with 9,567. The turn out was 
45,102, meaning the 50 per cent 
threshold was not reached. Richard 
Fuller was elected MP for Bedford. 
Under the French system all but 
Fuller and Hall would have dropped 
off and those two would have gone 
head to head. Under the proposed 
system, it would have been likely 
that more second preferences 
would have gone to Hall than Fuller 
and Bedford would have remained a 
Labour seat. 

In Luton South, Gavin Shuker, 
Labour, won with 14,725 votes, 
Conservative Nigel Huddleston 


12,396 and Lib Dem Qurban Hussain 
9,567 votes, out of a total cast of 
42,216. Again with more Lib Dem 
second choices going to Labour, the 
seat would still have been won by 
Shuker. 

Conservatives Andrew Selous, 
Nadine Dorries and Alstair Burt all 
got more than 50 per cent of the 
vote and Labour’s Kelvin Hopkins 
virtually 50 per cent so would have 
been re-elected whatever the 
system. So, under AV, Bedfordshire 
might have had one more Labour 
and one fewer Conservative. 

Where Lib Dems are in second 
place, though, they are more likely to 
garner second choices from both 
Conservative and Labour, so will win 
more seats. 

Good for Lib Dems but hardly the 
great advance in democracy being 
advocated. The complaint against 
the current system is that we often 
end up with Governments elected 
by a minority of the population. But 
it is simple and effective and most 
of the time gives us stable 
Governments. Under the new 
system we could end up with MPs 
that were not voters’ first choice and 
weak, unstable Governments still 
not supported by the majority of the 
people, certainly with regard to 
policies. 

I would happily vote for the French 
model but will be voting against the 
recommendation to change to the 
AV system.

Dr Lesley’s work wi 
the way for patients’ 


‘DIGNITY In Healthcare’ is hitting 
bookshops across the country 
after it was published last 
Monday. 

Dr Lesley Baillie, who is a reader 
in healthcare at The University of 
Bedfordshire for the Institute for 
Health Research, has co-edited 
the publication with Milika Ruth 
Matiti from the University of 
Nottingham. 

It considers dignity in the care 
of people of all ages, for those 
with learning disabilities or 
mental health problems and in 
different care settings. 

Approaches to education are 
also outlined, with each chapter 
combining theoretical and 
practical approaches.

Acute 
nursing is where facilities are 
provided for both outpatient and 
inpatient care for those who have 
chronic or potentially severe 
medical conditions or whose 
problems cannot be served by 
medical staff at a doctor’s office.

PROVIDING dignity in care 
centres on three aspects: 
respect, compassion and 
sensitivity. In practice, this 
means: 

■ Respecting patients’ and 
clients’ diversity and cultural 
needs. 

■ Being compassionate 
when a patient or client 
and/or their relatives need 
emotional support, rather 
than just delivering 
technical nursing care. 

■ Demonstrating 
sensitivity to patients’ and 
clients’ needs, ensuring their 
comfort. 

Patients and clients can 
also experience dignity - or 
its absence - in what they 
wear, such as gowns, and in 
the physical environment 
where treatment takes 
place. 

For example: 

■ facilities such as toilets 
should be well maintained 
and cleaned regularly. 

■ curtains between beds 
should close properly to 
offer some measure of 
privacy. 

■ toilet doors should be 
closed when in use. 

■ bays in wards should be 
single-sex. 

■ gowns should be 
designed and made in a way 
that allows them to be 
fastened properly to avoid 
accidental exposure. 

■ privacy should be 
provided for private 
conversations, intimate care 
and personal activities, such 
as going to the toilet.

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MEP fears care home 
cuts may see residents 
with nowhere to live

A EURO MP claims vulnerable 
residents at two care facilities 
could be made ‘homeless’ as the 
latest victims of Government cuts. 

Labour MEP Richard Howitt 
(right) raised his concerns after it 
was revealed the Southern Cross 
group, which runs Kirby House, in 
West Street, Dunstable, and Luton 
homes Milliner House, in Marsh 
Road, and The Griffin, in 
Moorlands Garden, faces financial 
meltdown. 

The Griffin was closed down in 
January, and all provide specialist 
care for people with dementia. 

Luton Borough Council said it is 
‘monitoring the situation’ and has 
a contingency plan if necessary, 
while Southern Cross said its rent 
obligations have become unsus¬ 
tainable and has started emer¬ 
gency talks with the Government 
over financial difficulties. 

Mr Howitt, who represents the 
whole of Bedfordshire, said: 
“There is no doubt in my mind 
that unless something changes 
they will go bankrupt and resi¬ 
dents will become homeless. 

“Providing high-quality care for 
the elderly, and especially those 



with dementia, is a growing prob¬ 
lem and now is not the time for 
care homes to face closure. 

“We are not talking about num¬ 
bers on a balance sheet, but about 
mums, dads and grandparents 
whose long-term care should be a 
priority. It would be a terrible 
upheaval for residents to be forced 
to move from the place they call 
home.” 

Mark Cash, regional director for 
Southern Cross Healthcare, said: “I 
would like to reassure people that 
residents in our care homes do not 
face the prospect of being made 
homeless. 

“Like all independent care 
providers, we continue to face 
challenges because fewer people 
are being placed in our homes by 
local authorities, many of whom 


are seeking to reduce the fee levels 
they pay in line with public spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

“We have an important role to 
play in delivering front line servic¬ 
es to care for elderly people across 
the UK. We are taking decisive 
action to ensure our business 
remains sustainable.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “We have general 
contingencies for all care homes 
and are ensuring that we have a 
specific focus on Southern Cross 
facilities, particularly Milliner 
House. 

“We are working closely with the 
Care Quality Commission and 
other agencies to carefully monitor 
the situation.” 

An NHS Luton spokeswoman 
said it works closely with the coun¬ 
cil on these matters and it had 
nothing to add to the authority’s 
statement. 

Julie Ogley, director of social care, 
health and housing at Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: “We 
are aware of the position of 
Southern Cross Care Homes, 
which has been reported in the 
national news. 

“We will work with Southern 
Cross to ensure that their resi¬ 
dents’ futures are secure.”

“As soon as I did my back I knew it 
wouldn’t heal in a couple of days 
and that I’d be out for the final,” he 
said. 

“It’s a longstanding injury, mainly 
because I’m too old to be playing 
rugby. 

“I was devastated because I have 
some fond memories of Bedford 
Blues and I would have loved to 
have played there again but there’s 
more to this club than me. I’ve had 
my experiences and had my time 
on that pitch so maybe things 


happen for a reason. It benefited 
players like Shane Crawley who 
wouldn’t have been involved had I 
been fit. He’s a real stalwart so it 
was lovely that he got 15 minutes 
at the end and he’s now got a story 
to tell.” 

After going in at half-time in the 
final leading just 10-6, Lutonians 
ran in five second half tries to romp 
to a trophy that Allen believes can 
be a pivotal point in the club’s 
future. 

“We were in a real state of flux 
over the summer but we are 
building something and I hope it is 
the start of more honours for the 
club,” he said. 

“Keith Butten, the chairman, came 
to speak to us all before the game. 


It shows that the cup is massively 
important as he doesn’t normally 
come into the changing rooms - 
instead he leaves me to do what I 
need to do. 

“I think at the start of the season, 
when we’d lost heavily twice and 
were bottom of the league, if you’d 
have said to us we’d be pushing for 
a top five finish and we’d win the 
East Midlands Cup, we’d have 
snapped your hand off. 

“There are some good players 
here and if we can keep hold of 
them, great. If they are good 
enough to move on then they can 
with our blessing, but if we can 
keep a good core to build on then 
I’m sure there will be good things 
on their way for Luton.” 


Proud Murphy wants 
more Luton cup glory

Walker scored Luton’s third goal in a

I was used to 
living away from home and it doesn’t 
bother me. I’ve settled in really well. I’ve 
got the girlfriend and the little boy down 
here and we’re really happy and the lads 
have been brilliant helping me settle in. 

“On a personal note, it’s great for me. I 
get a fresh start with a new manager. He 
can’t really change it yet as I think he’s 
only been in the job five days. 

“He’ll have his own stamp on things in a 
couple of weeks and things will be how he 
wants it to be and I think at the minute 
he’s just seeing how people are and how 
people are going to react and come the 
play-offs, he’ll have us flying again, don’t 
worry about that.
